The Invention Described in Claims 1 and 4 

Document 1 describes the antenna diameter as N*(A/2). hi particular, it says the distance from 
the center axis to the antenna end is A/4 and the inner diameter of the vacuum tank is A,. Therefore in 
the invention described in document 1 too is found to disclose that the difference between the length 
between the antenna ends and the inner diameter of the vacuum tank should be a length proportional to 
A/2. Therefore the inventions described in claims 1 and 4 are found to be the invention essentially 
disclosed in document 1. 

The Invention Described in Claims 2 and 3 

Document 3 describes a plasma processing device wherein guide tube box equipped with a 
dipole antenna and a vacuum processing chamber are separated by an insulating plate, but it does not 
say anything about the difference in inner diameters between the diameter of the dipole antenna and 
the vacuum processing chamber, and the invention is not found to be easy for a person skilled in the 
art to invent based on the matters described therein. 
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
